ANOTHER JUDGMENT AGAINST 
P1O PICO RENDERED. 
| — \ 

Last Link in a Long Chain of Legal 
Controversy—Kstella Foster Gets 
Off on a Habeas Corpus—Photo- 
graphing the Colored Firebug 
—New Suits. 


The often- tried case of the venerable 
Pio Pico against the late B. Cohn was 
ouce more decided against Pico yester- 
day by Judge Shaw in Department No. 
5 of tue Superior Court. ‘Ihe case is 
one of the best known‘ in the history of 
litigation in Southern California, and 
has been in the courts in one way or 
another for several, The strug- 
gle of the aged ex- Governor of Cali- 
fornia to retain possession of the 
property once his own is a pathetic 
one. He is of a past generation, and 
the larger part of the citizens of Los 
Angeles are scarcely aware of his ex- 
istence, though he was formerly 80 
closely identified with the early his- 
tory of California. By the decision of 
Judge Shaw yesterday he is once more 
required to turn over the Pico House 
in this city, the ranch and other prop- 
erty once AY te to the estate to the 
estate of B. Cohn. 

The case came up before Judge 
Shaw yesterday upon a demurrer to 
the complaint, but the merits of the 
case were virtually gone into, and the 
opinion filed by the Court, quite a long 
one, discusses the merits more or less. 

The points at issue are briefly as 
follows: Pio Pico’s estate was deeply 
in debt some time ago, and the money 
to relieve it oi its incumbrauces— 
about sixty thousand dollars—was 
furnished by B. Cohn. The manner in 
which the woney was supplied became 
the basis of the long and tedious} 
litigation before mentioned. Mr. Cohn 
claimed that he had bought the 
property outright, paying the debts 


and a few thousand dollars in addition | 


as the price. Pio Pico dſd give Cohn a 
deed for the property, but claimed 
then, as he does now, that the trans- 


uction was not a sale, but 
that the money was supplied 
asa loan, and that it was the 


undestanding between himself and 
Cohn that the latter would re-deed the 
property tohim. This Cohn 

ne 


the Superior Court, nd was taken to 
the Supreme Court, Where the decision 
Was still averse to him. 

Last year he institfited a new suit 
for a rehearing of the case,on the 
ground of newly-dig covered evidence, 
and it has been peng.itg until the pres- 
ent time. The eviilence upon which 
the reopening of thb case was asked 
Was that one of the ¢zitnesses who had 
testified against Pjo Pico bad been 
bribed to swear falyely. The defend- 
ant’s demurrer to the complaint on 
the ground that allegations of 
bribery were not sig deptible of proof, 
it being shown that the same charge 
had been made ia former proceedings, 
but that when the witn\ess came on the 
stand he still stuck to what he had be- 
fore said.

_COMPANY'S SHORTAGE, 


As the Resulteof the Manipulation 
of Its Ex-Manager and Book- 
keeper—Result of Experting the 
Books — Sensational Develop- 
ments Lebked For. 


Four or five months ago a big sensa- 
tion was caused by the absconding of 
C. K. Drane, the book-keeper and 
cashier of the Sau Pedro Lumber Com- 
pany, who skipped out for foreign 
parts after defrauding the company 
out of a sum variously estimated at 
the time at from $10,000 to $50,000. 

J. W. Hooper, the president of the 
company, came down from San Fran- 
cisco, where the main office is located, 
accompanied by an expert accountant, 
Mr. Nugent, and an examination of 
the books was commenced. Aftera 
partial investigation, Mr. Hooper 
thought that the amount of the theft 
would be about $23,000. Drane, it was 
suspected, had gone to Australia, aud 
a detective was sent to try and bring 
him back, but iv this he was unsuccess- 
ful, as the smooth young man had too 
great astart,and made good his escape. 
to the antipodes, where he is prubably 
luxuriating on his stolen wealth. In- 
terest in the case died out, after the 
usual nine days’ talk, when it was sud- 
denly revived by rumors that the local 


manager at San Pedro was 
implicated in Drane's crookedness. 
These rumors caused a bigger 


sensation thau the story of Drane’s 
downfall, as the manager was well 
known in this city, and occupied a 
high social position, and it was not 
untjl Mr. Reynolds had been removed 
from his position, and it was stated 
that he had turned over all his prop- 
erty to the company to make good his 
deticit. that the rumors received much 
attention.

Of the deaths 32 were due to phtbisis, .~ 
chronic ailments, heart disease and 


syphilis. Out of 30 treated.tor typhoid 
fever but two died. The total expense 
for running the institution amounted 
to $28,028.54, of which $2500 is due from 
the State on indigents, and $975 from 
Orange county. | 

In concluding his report Dr. Brainerd 


says: 

When I took charge of the hospital 
the plumbing and sewer were in sucb 
condition, and the hospital so crowded 
as to make their immediate overbaul- 
ing imperative. All the closets were 
put in good condition; the sewer fixed 


so as to cease to be a public nuisance. 


The wards were all thoroughly reno- 
vated. with disinfectants, paint, plas- 
tering and whitewash. n several 
wards it was necessary to remove the 
molding, mepboards, etc., to rid them 
of vermin, but I believe it has been 
thoroughly accomplished. These re- 
pairs necessarily entailed quite an ex. 
pense, but I believe it was money well 
expended and did much to lower the 
death rate as compared with former 
years, viz.: 78 for 1889, against 117 for 
1888 and 120 for 1887. 

Under improvements, I would men- 
tion the new water supply (we have 
abundance at all times), hot water 
heater, washing machine, refrigera‘or, 
screens for all doors and windows, 
new bathroom and water closet, new 
cow stable, hen house and yard, 

aveling the drives and numerous 
esser matters. 

These large items of repairs and 
improvements have increased our daily 
per capita cost, but it still comes a 
trifle within sixty cents a day, which 
is about four cents a day less than the 
daily capita cost per patient at the 
State Insane Asylum at Napa. |

IN STORM AND IN CALM. 


Hitherto, while other sections of the 


: country aud the world have suffered 


from the direst disasters, involving 
great loss of life, and the vast destruc- 
tion of material interests, the Pacific 


northern part of the State have been 
; flooded. Unprecedented storms have 
prevailed; phenomenal quantities 
‘of snow have fallen in the 
mountain regions; and in Oregon and 
Washington the climatic conditions 
have been even more severe and ab- 
normal than in the northern part of 
California. While the loss of life has 
been small, the destruction of property 
and of business interests has been im- 
mense in the more northern sections of 
the Pacific Slope. — 

We of Southern California have small 

reason for complaint. We have expe- 

rienced some inconvenience from de- 

layed trains and interrupted communi- 

cation, and some discomfort from long 

continued rains. But individual losses 

have not been frequent, and no suffer- 

ing of any moment has ensued. We 

are prepared, as never before, to ap- 

preciate the charms of this climate, 

and its aimost unparalleled immunity 

from those elemental evils to which 

other portions of the world are so fre- 

quently subjected. 


OUR PARKS. 


If our city parks are to be taken 
care of by the State, it is to be hoped 
that they will receive better consider- 
ation at its hands than they have yet 
received at our own hands. Los An- 
geles is stili very poor in park im- 
provements. She has as yet no park 
of any extent where her population can 
go for pleasant rest or recreation—none 


with extensive drives and combined 


natural and artificial charms which 
afford a breathing space sufficient for 
her large population. Elysian Park 
may be soimproved as to become one 
of the most attractive and delightful 
resorts. In the charms of its per- 
spective it may be made to far outrival 
the Golden Gate Park of San Fran- 
cisco. Its elevation is in its favor, 
and it may become, with due expendi- 
ture, one of the grandest and most 
attractive features of our rapidly-grow- 
ing city. Let us secure its improve- 


WE are not, as a rule, favorable to 
the establishment of more banks in 
Los Angeles, because we believe that 
more than enough local capital is 
locked up in that way already. When 
it comes to banks which bring in out- 
side capital, however, we make an ex- 
ception, as that tends to make money 
cheaper, and may result in driving 
some of our local capital into more 
productive channels. By the way, 
competition among our savings banks 
must be growing rather close, when 
one of them is led to advertise an offer 
of a $50 prize for the depositor who 


deposits 
bank during the present year. 


WHat the Democratic vote would be 
is a question. R. B. Terry received 
29, 429 in the Sixth District last election, 
Vandever receiving 35.459. In the 
First District the Democratic vote was 
10,019; the Republican, 19,345. In the 
Second District the Democrats polled 
19,064; the Republicans, 17,500. Lo 
the Third District the Democratic vote 
was 14.633: the Republican, 19,912. In 
the Fourth District the Republicans 
polled 14.217; the Democrats, 13,624. 
In the Fifth the Republicans had 
20,225; the Democrats, 20,275. There 
seems to be a Republican flavor about 
this that will pervade State affairs for 
some time to come. 


ANDREW CARNEGIE, whose views in 
regard to the benefits of wealth in the 
hands of millionaires who know how 
to use it have aroused the admiration 
of Gladstone, does not confine his prin- 
ciples to theory, but being “‘consider- 
able“ of a millionaire himself, has 
offered to put them in practice. He has 
proposed to the Pittsburgh authorities 
to establish a free library there, with 
branches in the suburbs, at a cost of 
$1,000,000, if the city will maintain it. 
Mr. Carnegie’s theories are very attract- 
ive, but we fear there are very few 
millionaires who could be trusted to 
carry them out. 


THe French Minister of Finance 

has found it necessary to urge upon 
the legislators of that country the ne- 
cessity of finding fresh resources, in 
order to secure financial equilibrium” 
—a fine phrase, but these European 
statesmon are great at fine phrases. 
the Minister said the government had 
resolved to ask the country to make 
needful sacrifices. Meantime, the un- 
fortunate Frenchmen groan under the 
greatest debt owed by any nation in 
the world, and almost every family has 
to deal with a permanent deficit, 
thanks to the tax collector, and 
Lesseps. 
Tue Canadian government is now 
worried about the spread of polygamy 
in that dominion, The reason that 
polygamy is so hard to weed out is 
chat the people who practice it—the 
Mormons—go into deserts that would 
appal any other class of settlers, and 
by hard and persistent labor” make 
fruitful gardens where there was noth- 
ing but sage brush. Apart from the 
polygamous system, practiced by some 
of them, the Mormous are industrious, 
peaceful and frugal. Otherwise pub- 
lic opinion would have wiped them out 
long ago. 

LA GRIPPE is proving a deadly foe 
tothe poor Mexican. Its ravages are 
hardly less fatal than that of a cholera 
epidemic. Probably the habits of the 
people have a large influence upon its 
fatality. La grippe is not to be trifled 
with, and careless treatment, undue 
exposure, together with a disregard of 
sanitary laws, largely augment the 
death rate. 


Mr. WILLIAMS of Illinois bas intro- 
duced an out-and-out silyer bill, direet- 
ing the Seeretary of the Treasury to 
purchase, at market price, $4,000,000 
worth of silver bullion per month, and 
have it coined, as fast. as purchased, 
into standard silver dollars. This is 
the extreme demand of the silverites,

ment as early as possible. fellows they always were. 


who look with disfavor on Secretary 
Windom’s proposition, as a step toward 
practically demonetizing silver. Again, 
Mr. Estee of this State, and a delegate. 
to the Pan-American Congress, has. 
drawn up a plan for the consideration 
of the congress, which involves. the 
adoption of a common silver coin for 
all American nations. This would 
give silver a great spurt. Altogether, 
there is no doubt that the silver men 
will receive some substantial recogni- 
tion during this session of Congress. 


' AFTER decidedly refusing to enter- 
tain the World's Fair Bill, the New 
York Senate has reconsidered its ac- 
tion by a ananimous vote, and passed | 
the bill by a vote of 18 to 5. It is as 
easy to tell which way a kangaroo will 
jump as a New York legislature. 
‘Practical polities” lays too great a 
partin the Empire State, Meantime, 
the end is not yet, as the Assembly. 
refuses to concur in the Senate’s ac- 
tion. If New Vork don't look out, Chi- 
cago will get away with the plum, 
THE marvels which civilization has 
achieved we do not often stop to con- 
sider. Human invention has changed 
the whole current of man’s life. It 
has subdued the elements, and made 
them subject to us. The total length 
‘of the telegraph lines of the world 
amounts to 557,064 miles, to which may 
be added 386,050 miles of submarine 
cable. What do these not add to the 
intelligence of the world and the vast 
sum of human interests? Truly it is a 
marvelous age in which we live. 


THE young German Ewperor has ap- 
peared in a new role—that of patron of 
the workingmen. <As usual with 
European monarchs, he thinks that in- 
dustrial questions can be settled—with 
a wave of the hand, as it were—by a 
meeting between the representatives 
of rulers.

Mr. Helman refused to loan any 
more money ant fizz,pop! the boom 
busted. 

That. is all rot. It is due to the 
baukers of Southern California that 
the season of superexaltation of land 
transaciions resulted in no financial 
crash. Mr. Hellman is a very wealthy 
man and an acute financier, but he ean 
neither make nor break a boom. He, 
with all the other bankers of this sec- 
tion, refused to aid in purely specula- 
tive schemes, and the result was that 
during the depressed. reactive condi- 
tion from which the country has now 
fully recovered not a bank fajled, not 
a commercial house of any prominence 
throughout all Southern California. 


THE LOTTERY CASES. 
Most of the Defendants Plead

Officials Indignant at the Passage of 
the Lottery Bill. 


Wanamaker Threatens to Appeal to 
Congress for Help. 


Further Accounts of the Reason 
Why Edmunds Left the For- 

eign Relations Committee 
The Senator Angry.

Wasuinaton, Feb. By the Associ- 
ted Press.] The news of the passage by one 
branch of the North Dakota Legislature of 
a bill chartering and legalizing a lottery has 
attracted much attention in official circles, 
in view especially of the telegraphic ad- 
vices that the action is in behalf of a branch 
ot the Louisiana Lottery Company, against 
which the Postoffice Department and De- 
partment of Justice have been waging a 
contest for many years. At the White 
House it is intimated that the reports nave 
reached the Président that persons who 
have been appointed to office, or were can- 
didates for appointment, were promoting 
this legislation, and it was added that 
should this prove to be case it is likely to 
prove fatal to them. A further remark was 
to the effect that it was not believed to be 
possible that the new State would adopt a 
measure that would put so indelible a stain 
upon its reputation. 
Postmaster-General Wanamaker said: 
“As Postmaster-General I cannot 
interviewed upon the subject, except 
to express my _ regret that the. 
mails or any machinery of the Government 
should be used to any extent in any part of 
the country for the furtherance of lottery 
schemes, but as a citizen 1 am free to say 
that it is a cause for great alarm when a 
new State proposes to spread this evil over 
the country, and spread this species of 
gambling that ruins the young and deludes 
the ignorant for the enrichment of a few 
unscrupulous stockholders. It this kind 
of legislation is to be a success, Congress 
must be invoked to enact laws to suppress 
this iniquitious business everywhere.“ 
“T was astonished beyond measure.“ said 
Atty.-Gen. Miller this afternoon. “I had 
hoped and believed the day for chartering 
lotteries had gone by. That the Louisiana 
State Lottery, for instance, is a public evil 
1 think is generally conceded, and I as lit- 
tle expected the Legislature of North Da- 
kota to sanction a lottery as that me Legis 
ture of Massachusetts would legalize 
polygamy.”

EDMUNDS WAS ANGRY. 


Why He Resigned from the Foreign 
Relations Committee. 
Cuicaao, Feb. 7.—[By the Associated 
Press.] A special from Washington says: 
Senator Edmunds caused a sensation in the 
executive session yesterday.

Edmunds left the cham- 
ber in anger.

A FURIOUS STORM RAGING IN 
PENNSYLVANIA. 


Buildings Demolished by Wind and 
Communication Interrupted 
by Water—Blizzard in 
the Far North.

PittsBuRGH, Feb. 7.— [By the Associ- 
ated Press.] Tue worst storm in years has 
been raging throughout Western Pennsyl- 
vania since noon today. Snow, hail, rain 
and wind have been playing havoc. In this 
city snow and siush blockaded many of the 
streets and stopped street-car traffic, while 
telegraph and telephone wires are breaking 
down under the heavy weight of ice with 
which they are coated. Ila the mountains 
the storm is raging with terrific fury, and 
reports are coming in of serious damage to 
property. 

At Bleuersville, Pa., a large glass factory 
was demolished by the wind. The roof was 
blown off and the two side walls fell io. 
Charles E. Barr, general manager, and Mr. 
Burney, one of the firm, were instantly 
killed, and workmen were badly injured. 

At Uniontown the roof was biown off the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, part of it 
alighting on the house of John Brown, 
crushing it iu iike an eggshell. The 
tower of the church, it is feared, is so badly 
shattered that it will have to be torn down. 
The roof of a large new building. lately 
erected by the Pennsylvania Construction 
Company, below the town, was also biown 
off. Postmaster Baker’s new bouse was 
nearly demolished, also James Fremken- 
berry’s house, and John Wringer’s house 
was leveled to the ground. Telephone and 
electric wires are all down. None of the

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A SLICK OPERATOR.” | 


“LAWYER H RK. OLARK” AND 
HIS INCOHBRENCY. 


“Rich, Rare and Racy” Reading 
—He Tells All About Every- 
thing, but Fails to Comfort That 
Army of Creditorse—Unique Ex- 
ploits in the Domain of Diction. 


A remarkable type-written document 
reached THE Times from Pasadena 
last night. It was sent by messenger, 
accompanied by an imperative demand 
for a written receipt from the thunder- 
struck editorial department. The re- 
ceipt will of course be sent—in the sac- 
chafine hereafter. The slick oper- 
ator’ who describes himself as Law- 
yer H. K. Clark“ is the author of this 
verbal fulmination, which is euough to 
cause the entire legal fraternity to pale 
their ineffectual fires, and the mobil- 
ized editorial craft to break for tall 
timber, or to order up from the base- 
ment the long-range office shotgun, and 


assaults on Lindley Murray and the 
legal lexicon. 
Mr. Clark starts wildly out (without 


addressing himself to anybody in par- 


ticular, but to mankind in general) 
with the appropriate caption, “A 
Slick Operator’’—which is a very good 
beginning for an essay about himself. 
He then goes on to make more or less

title, „the substance of which,“ he 
says, is that he has purchased a few 
hundred dollars’ worth of goods, 
divided among a lot of petty, but 
hungry tradesmen, and that the real 
estate of this glorious section of the 
world, upon the faith of which these 
magnificent sums were contracted, or 
the greater portion of them, has been 
too highly estimated by this easterner.“ 

The able but wildly incoherent and 
evasive Clark then proceeds to go on 
as follows, to wit: af:

he is met, by way of encouragement, by an 
aiticle made up y an ingenious reporter of 
just enough facts to give it the semblance 
of truth, all else being outrageous lies. 

We dety Crandall, Gates, Sanborn & 
Vail, Kan-Koo, Lion, Erasers or Robin- 

st Mr. Clark on their or papers; 
they deny that this indebtedness of 
more than five hundred dollars was 
incurred by avy other-persen than a sister 
of Mrs. Clark who still owns, not only the 
same lot without any additional encum- 
brance, thatshe owned at the time, but 
having disposed of a small unfinished cot- 
tage in order to make a final —— on 
the lot (26500. 00 total cost of lot mortgage 
but $1500.), Mrs. Clark deeded to ber. 
entirely GRATIS, an adjoining lot 
valued at $6400, or, originally, say $4000, 
now, encumbered for $2100 only, which lat- 
ter sum was approved by the Superior Court 
a few months ago as ampié security to an 
estate which own the adjoining property 
and know well what they were doing. ‘This 
Mrs. Clark did in order that these petty 
bills of her sister micht be even more fully 
secured. As it is conceded that her sister 
stillowns both these adjoining lots free 
from any incumbrance or sale, or even 
homestead claim, all of which she bad the 
right to do, and that a reputable firm of 
lawyers (Wilson, Moreford & Bulla) have 
thought this property of sufficient value to 
incur the pense of an attachment, 
matters provable by the public records, 
the absurdity of the published state- 
ments are apparant. None of these 
creditors dispute her right to turn her real 
estate into goods and merchandise if she 
choose to. It is conceded Mrs. Clark has 


Hugbes, Kobinson’s and elsewhere during 
these four yeais, and that the man does not 
live that- can produce an unpaid bill against 
her, in any part of this world.

“THE HUMAN BRAIN.”

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AN INSTRUCTIVE LECTURE BY 
DR, VAN SLYCK., 


— 


Rapid Advancement of Knowledge 
During the Past Three ears 
Discovery of the Sensory and 
the Motor Areas Many Interest - 

ing Points. 


Dr. D. B. Van Slyck delivered a 


d most interesting and instructive lec- 


ture yesterday evening in the Univer- 
salist Church before a large and repre- 
sentative audience. 

The subject was “The Human 
Brain.” The speaker prefaced his re- 
marks by saying that the subject is so 
comprehensive as to permit being 
treated only in the most cursory man- 
ner. For that reason all technicalities 


were omitted, and reference was made 


only to matters of general interest 
that can readily be understood with- 
out any special anatomical or physio- 
logical knowledge. The chief aim of 
the lecture.“ Dr. Van Slyck said, * — 


wonderful things that have lately 
been found out about this organ of the 
mind.“ The science of phrenology 
was spoken of as an exploded theory, 
it being now knowu that the outside of 
the skull tells almost nothing at all. 
Reference was made to the establish- 
ment of the scientific fact that differ- 
ent parts of the brain have different 


functions, some of which have been 


reference to the brain were said to have 
been demonstrated during the past 
three years. The speaker then con- 
cisely told of the brain’s structure, 
illustrating his remarks with some 
drawings of the The cerebrum 
and the cerebellum, the medulla 
oblongata and the gray and white 
matter, of which the entire brain is 
composed, were described and illus- 
trated in language so plain that even 
the 2 child in the audience 
could understand it. 

With reference to knowledge re- 
cently gained, Doctor said: 
While it bas been known a long time 
the way in which we became aware of 
sensations, aud also the way in which 
all our motions are produced, the new 
knowledge we have on the subject is 
that sensation goes to a particular part 
of the brain called the sensory area, 
and ail motion originates in another 
part of the brain called the motor 
area. Nay, more, that these areas are 
subdivided to correspond to every part 
ot the body, both as to sensation and 
motion. . Jt is not the eye 


unctions o 


1 have been considered hope- 
ess and abandoned to a fate of certain 
death. Brief attention was then di- 
rected to the brain's development, the 
differences existing in the brains of 
lower animals, and to a comparison 
between them and the brain of man; 
also to the differences in human 
brains, as bearing on the character and 
ability of individuals and their ca- 


pacity to excel in different kinds of 


work, both mental and pbysical. 

After detailing the divisions of the 
sensory and m:tor areas, the lecturer 
said: With all these areas of sense 
and motion, so admirably planned, 
they would be absolutely useless and 
all intellectual processes impossible 
but for the faculty of memory. . ... 
Now it is a fully ascertained fact that 
all the brain areas [have described have 
definite memory areas associated with 
them.“ These latter were then dis- 
cussed in detail in an interesting yet 


prevents publishing in full. 

Very little was said to be known to a 
certainty of the cerebellum. It 
seems, as far as is known, to be a sort 
of switchboard for the telegraph wires 
running from the motor area of the 
brain to different parts of the body; to 
see, perbaps, that motor messages get 
started right and keep on the right 
nerves as they enter the spinal cord, or 
rather the medulla oblongata, which is 
but an upward extension of the spinal 
cord into the brain. [t seems 
to be the function of the cerebellum 
to codrdinate, as it is called, the move- 
ments of the different muscies—that 
is, to secure their barmonious action 
to aceomplish a given end.” 

In closing. Dr. Van Slyck said: “I 
desire to call your attention to a single 
phase of the subject, which has im- 
pressed me most profoundly in the 
study of it, and which I should be glad 
to develop atgreater length, but which 
I can now only suggest as a subject of 
thought. and that is, the gradual evo- 
lution of the mental faculties between 
birth aud mature age, und the striking 
confirmation the manner of it affords 
of the truth of the great principle of 
evolution in general, and to my mind, 
when considered in connection with 
heredity, and which, followed out to 
its logical conclusion, compels the be- 
lief in it as the great law, as well of 
mental and ethical, as of physical de- 
velopment.”
